A SCOT'S TROUBLES. 

lll-L«ok Follows a Oray-Halred Bcotchniun 
From One Contlnrnt to Another. 

Andrew J. McDonald, a feeble and 
white-haired Scotchman, told the story of 
tbo later years of his life before Judge 
Reardon yesterday morning. Ue ia the 
defendant in the c»8e of Gallagher & Wil- 
son against McDonald, and it was in the 
course of testimony- that ho told of "a', 
the troubles that ha' turned these hairs 
sa' white." 

For many years, indeed all his life, ho 
said ho had been a phariiiaceulicftl botan- 
ist in Glasgow, Scotland, and things went 
so fairly with him that as old age came on 
ho felt easy for he had £12,000, " nigh 
sixty thousand of your coin," laid aside in 
tho (ilasgow bank. This bank failed and 
in that failure was swept away all the 
poor Seotcliiiiaii'H means. So, unwilling 
to begin life again in that country, he re- 
solved to tako a fresh start in the ^ew 
World. He left his wife and children, 
bade good-by to his friends of over half a 
century, and then ho took steamer and 
in time came to Victoria, B. C. 

Ho had invested the fe# dollars left 
him after tho wreck in Scotch cloths, and 
these ho brought with him. But finding 
no sale for them in British doniinious, he 
came to San Francisco. 

"Here," as he said, omitting his rich 
Scotch accent, "I was in a new land, 
thousands of miles from my wife snd 
babies, without a friend and without 
hardly a dollar; nevertholess the hotel 
men fought for my miserable satchel as if 
it had been filled with jewels till finally 
the .runner for the Golden Faglo pre- 
vailed, and hero again my ill luck was to 
follow me." His goods lie wasforced-te 
leave in British Columbia, because he had 
mi money to \ihj either the freight or the 
duty. This difficulty, however, the pro- 
prietors of the hotol offered to overcome; 
they said they would advance the money 
and liold tho goods as security for thoir 
loan. 'I'lie goods were accordingly sent 
tor, and meanwhile, in return for tlieir 
kindness,' McDonald took the hotel's cards 
and bills nnd went among the wharves 
along tho water front druinniiii'g foi cus- 
tiiin for tlie hotel. 'I'ho old man almost 
broke down in telling of his humiliation 
when at this work; the rebuil's he received 
au'J the ignominy ho fell at one «f his ago 
and a short time since so proud and 
well-to-do, mixing with the water-front 
"bums" and the filthy passengers from the 
steerage. The goods came at last, and then 
he tried to sell tlieni. The money re- 
ceived on sales he turned over to tho 
hotel-keepers for thu monoy thuy had ad- 
vancud. At last tho t iiiie came when ho 
had paid thoin all, but some of his goods 
GOUld not bS' found. Ho complained that 
spnie one was stealing the guudu, and took 
tiie few that were left to his own room for 
greater safety. On doing this, so he tes- 
tified, the proprietors of the hotol turned 
hnn out of his room and "walked him out 
of tho hoiisu" wiLliiiut lotting him have 
enough clotliiug for decent appearance on 
thu Htreeta, - and since that time he has 
noithur been able to get liis clothing, his 
goods or some money that was in his 
trunk. ' * V 

The proprietors of tho hotel claim that 
McDoiiiihl was still in their debt ?i;!0 and 
fur this they hold thu goods. The evi- 
dence of tho debt produced in court was a 
slip of paper about one inch by two on 
which were various figures, without dates 
or any reference to the transaction other 
than the amount itself. One peculiarity 
of the case is th^t the plaintiffs admit pay- 
ing more money than tho defendant claims 
to have received, and yet tlioro is con- 
siderable duo. This diffuronoe the Scotch- 
man claims to be owing to their defective 
bookkeeping Bystem.— S. F. Oh/ronicle.

London, March 2. — A decision reached 
by the physicians at San Renio that they 
will no longer ac((uaint journalists with 
tlio particulars of the [irogress of tho 
Crown Prince's illnesa was arrived at in a 
meeting of all tho doctors, and was the 
result of a unaiiiiuous concluRion. This 
policy of silonco, however, was really 
adopted in uomiilianco with a request 
from high (juartors, and this is attributed 
to exaggorated reports which was given 
by one of the Berlin newspapers upon 
what tbo editor [iretended was medical 
authority. To shut otf all jiossibility of 
such authorities of substimtiation for 
newspaper reiiorts, it is niado known 
there will hereafter hit no such basis for 
news. Observant visitors at San Ruiuo 
know a good deal more about the condi- 
tion of the Prince than any one would 
ever learn from official bulletins. 'I'hey 
do not ap|iaieiitly regard an imnieiliate 
crisis as iirubahle, but tbi;y feel sure that 
it will come iu the not distiuit future, and 
thoy uro accordingly depressed. IJr. 
Waldycar, who has gone to San Uenio at 
the Emperor's request, is aulectc'd for this 
critical time on account of Professor Vir- 
cliow's absence in Egypt. The Emperor 
lias the greatest confidenco in his ability 
to conduct a microscopic examinatiiin elH- 
ciently. He was a puiiil of Yirchow, and 
is considered to bo one of the first of the 
living pathological uiiatoinists. lie has 
published sevoral iniportiint works on 
the origin of cancer, on which point ho 
differs coiisiderably from Yirchow. His 
studies and practices have fitted him pecu- 
culiarly well for the task he now under- 
takes. 

Cbnuibrrlutu's Lrllrrs. 

The foreign office has made [lublic thu 
dispatches received regarding the new 
fishery treaty between tbo United States 
and Canada. Joseph Chamberlain in a 
letter written to Lord Salisbury- from 
Washington, under date of February 16th, 
says: "Tho satisfactory result obtained is 
largely due to the spirit of conciliation 
manifested by both sides of the com- 
mission and the strong sense with which all 
confreres were uispired with tho imjioruiuce 
of removing every cause of irriuition and 
of pro motinij good, neighborly fueling and 
friendly intercourse between tho United 
States and Canada and Newfoundland." 
Chamberlain says: The relations of the 
British plenipotentiaries in America were 
of the moat cordial and harmonious char- 
acter tliroughout. In the letter Chamber- 
lain eulogizes Minister West and Sir 
Charles 'fupper, his confreres, and calls 
special attention to the valuable servieea 
of Messrs. Bergne and Maycock, clerks 
respectively of the foreign office and com- 
mercial department, who accompanied 
him. Chamberlain expresses a hope that 
tho arrangement contained in the treaty 
will extend existing cordial relations be- 
tAreen the United States and Etigiand. In 
conclusion tho writer eulogizes all tho 
members of the oommission and says: It 
was his own desire thst his stafT should be 
on a much smaller scale than is usual in 
such a mission, thus throwing on its mem- 
bers a t'reater umount of labor and re- 
8i)on»ibility. Tho American goveriununt 
repudiated any desire to share in the in- 
shore fisheries of Canada. Tho point of 
dispute was therefore limited to the ques- 
tion of commercial facilities. In the dis- 
cussion it became evident that a sub- 
stantial agreement existed regarding the 
main facts." 

ParlUmenUiry .\oi<-h. 
In the house of commons this evening 
Bradlaugh proposed as an amendment to 
Sir Ohanes Busaell's motion to appoint a 
committee to inquire as to the govern- 
ment's right to suppress meetings in Tra- 
falgar Scjuare, that the inciuiry bo espuciul- 
ly directed to the circumstances of Iho 
meeting held in Trafalgar Square on thu 
13th November, at which Messrs. Graham 
and Burts ware arrested, and to the con- 
duct of the puhce in coimection there- 
with. 

Sir Richard Webster, attorney-general, 
maintained that nobody had a right to 
mnko spuechus on the public highways, 
and no inquiry was needed to confirm the 
power of the executive to stop meetings 
in Trafalgar Square. 

Bradlaugh's amendment was rejef^ted 
by a vote of 322 to 207 and the original 
motion of Sir Chas. Russell was voted 
down by 316 against 224.

PARLIAMENTARY JOTTINGS. 

Sir Charles Tupper said in tho house 
on Wednesday that he had received from 
Washington despatch stating that tho 
jirotocols of the conference on tho fisher- 
ies would be laid before the American 
senate on Thursday. 

In the senate on Wednesday Senator 
Kaulbach said he did not consider it polite 
at this time to discuss the fisheries treaty; 
and ho would not support any treaty cal- 
culated to injure the Canadian fishery in- 
dustry. 

Sontor Dickey said that Senator Scott 
by his speech bad done more than any 
other man ,to assist the treaty through the 
American senate. 

Hem. J. J. 0. Abbott, leader of the 
senate, oxpiressed regret that tho opposi- 
tion had not waited till tho liapers were 
buforo them. Tho treaty would be found 
to be an honorable pne- for both nations. 
Referring to the prd|iot»l 6f ' the adoption 
of commercial unio;n".as a' remedy for 
farmers' grievainoes, Mr. Abbott said the 
Canadiiin government did iiot purp<ise to 
hand over to sixty millions of jieoplo an 
inlioritanco of inestimable value that be 
longed to five millions. Tlie trouble over 
the liehring'saea seizures had arisen from 
the grasping of a groat trading company 
which would be reprobated by its own 
government as much as by that of Canada. 
Abbott admitted that there was a railway 
difficulty in tho Canadian Northwest, but 
it had been greatly exaggerated. 

Tho rejiorted conversion of Sir John 
is exciting as much lobby comment as the 
fisheries' treaty. Opinion is divided as to 
the genuineness of the converaion. An 
intimate friend of Sir John aays that the 
Premier had really experienced a change 
of heart, and was firmly resolved to live 
a new life.

Locomotive Kxplonioa.

The Times, ever ready to lend a 
lielping hand to anything antagonistic to 
Victoria, now comes out squarely in sup- 
port of Capt. Webber and openly i^vo- 
catos that the only way in which the 
stoamars in question can be expected to 
communicate with this port is by tender 
in passing, thus even moro_ . clearly than 
ever before evidencing its apathy 
lo . the onward progress of the 
city in which ' it asks for patronage. 
Can our people consistently support a 
newspaper which is daily, so to speak, 
cutting their thraats ? Heretofore, as a 
temporary expedient, we have confined 
ourselves to advocating the calling of 
these steamers at Esciuimalt to laud hiails 
and passengers only; but since even this 
small concession is denied us the whole 
matter now comes before the people of 
Victoria in. its entirety. We stand un- 
tramelled by any concessions that may 

. have previously been suggested and de 
man4 our rights. If they aro not 
granted let the steamship company and 
the Canadian Pacific Railway take the 
consequences. Wo are iware, from per- 
sonal inve3ti_!,'ation, that v,'e are voicing the 
sentiments of our business men as a unit 
when we announce that wo do not propose 
t« stand trifling any longer. If we do nor 
get justice we have our remedy— and we 
will use it. This is no empty boast; it is 
the sentiment of the community as a 
whole. Now that the . owners, or those 
acting in their behalf, have shown not 
the s1iG;htest disposition to carry out the 
promises made by them nor an endeavor 
to meet in any reasoiiablo way the just 

■ claims of this, the principal port and 
chief cominercinl centre of tho province, 
wo intend advocating in future not only 
tho landing and enibarkment of mails and 
passengers at this port, but freight as 
well, both on the inward and outward 
voyage. Believing, as wo did, that there 
might have been some ground for not 
bringing the steamers to the Outer Wharf 
at all stages of the tide, we have not, up 
to the present time, advocated it. In 
considering this part of the (juestion we 
are confronted with tho quostimi, wiio 
have been consulted about it I Have the 
pilots (and we of course refer to Victoria 
pilots) given it as their opinion that there 
is not water enough at tlio Outer Wliarf I 
Even if there should lujt he, why, we ask, 
could not an efl'ort he niado to have that 
portion of the harbor dredged as the 
quickest, cheapest, and .most convenient 
way of providing suitable accommodation 
for tho|p steamers ? The wharf is already 
built and every facility afforded for the 
prompt handling of cargoes. The exjieuse 
need not be very great, more especially 
when the government now own a dredger 
capable of working in deep water. It 
would bo a simple matter to deepen tho 
water at the approach to the wharf and 
alongside sullicieiitly to admit of these, 
and any other steamers, coming in at any 
stage of the tide. Apart from the depth 
of water, there can be no other possible 
objection, since for' the past five years 
the San Francisco steamships and 
sailing vessels have ' used the Outer 
wharf at all seasons of the year and with- 
out a hitch of any kind. The Umatilla 
and tho Queen of the Pacific Jre eacli of 
greater length than any of thtr steamers 
which have bo far been running on the 
Cliina lino, Here, it sooms to us, is an 
easy remedy for tho objection r.iisod that 
tliore is not a suUiciont depth of water. 
Another is that the through inuils would 
bo delayed. That this is not a fact we

The rather indllTerent expres.'ilon wliieli 
liahitnally prevailed ou the face of the 
captain changed slowly into one jjlowin^' 
with .something like excitement, I saw 
that a memory was stirring his soul, and 
Inqtiiied: 

"Is there any of your experiences of an 
nnnsnal character. 
" Yes, " he answered slowly, as if dream - 

Int.'. 

"What was it?" , .. 

"I'll toll you one incident," he said, 
Willi a serious air. 

'Dit-re wore two or three listeners bc- 
sid(!3 myself. We were all standing up, 
as if tho coininK recital were not of siilll- 
clent importance or length to warrant the 
occupation of seats. 

"During tlie civil war," commenced 
the captain, "I wius In the Federal navy 
in the ileet engaged in blockading the At- 
lantic coast. I then performed a service 
which at the time seemed to me to be ol' 
importance. Tlie war ended and the 
event was gradually almost forgotten. 

"Not long ago I liegan to think the 
matter over, and concluded that I would 
call the attention of the government to it. 
I wrote a letter to Secretary Whitney, in 
which I recited in detail all the facts in 
the occurrence. The letter was soon an- 
swered by the secretary by one in which 
he admitted the truth of all my state- 
ments. Including one to the efCeot that my 
. assertion coincided with . the accounts on 
file in the record of the operations of the 
navy department. 

"He also stated in bis letter that n 
medal had been ordered, and which would 
be presented to me as a recognition of 
my services," 

"Well, captain, wliat was the event; 
what did you do to earn the medal and the 
coiiiniendutlon of the secretary of the 
navy!'" 

"All right, I'll give yon the facts." 
Tlie captain tlieii iiroceeded iuamodest 
way to relate llio incident. 
****** 

During that period of the civil war whei- 
the eirtirts of the blockade runners wen 
niOHt fi'e(jiient and energetic, Cupt. Small 
mail was acting as master of a Feder.'i! 
vessel. Many were the adventures de 
veloped during this period of service. 
;among wliicli friglitfiil storms, thecliasinLi 
of blockade ninneis and the carrying ol 
Information from point to point wen 
among the most conspicuous. 

During the snmnier months of 18Gt tlio 
cnjitain found himself in front of tin 
■^Viimlngton coast and engaged in lla 
li\hoT of watching for smugglers. Oin 
d:ty there came up a sudden and tn- 
moudoiis storm accompanied by a wind 
that blew directly in shore. It extended 
throngli the night, apd lasted uU, the next 
day and night wiluout tfab smallest Iiiter- 
mission in Its fnry. 

The third day of the storm, just after 
dnyltght, a lookout from the deck of the 
Federal boat saw through the crests of 
the tempestuous, wayes what seemed a 
signal, or an ..Indication of bmnifta exist- 
euco.. Oloser ^dbserration eohflrm^ ^ tho 
' faisii tfiat' 'somebody in the disjauceVas 
showing what looked like "a' seaman's 
Jackiet, By the aid .p^, tbe. ^ass .it.,\vas 
soon discovered that a veWel^ bad broken 
n* on a reef to which a number of men 
were seen to be clijiging. 

Tlio situation was a terrible one to both 
the iieople on the wreck and the Federal 
vessel. There was imminent danger 
thivatening any attempt uf the latter to 
approach tho former, a.s it was liable to 
share the sumo f.it" S:ifcty dciiimided 
that (lie vessel should keep on its conrsa; 
liiiniaiilty, that some effort should be 
made to resciie the wretches who were 
Imprisoned on the reef. There was a hot 
dlseussion pro and con, until at length it 
was determined to remain In the vicinity 
with the hope that opportunity might be 
afforded to reach the wreck. 

It could be seen that the men on the 
broken vessel were in a desperate condi- 
tion. Tliey could be observed throtigh the 
rifts of tlie storm clinging to iinrtlons of 
ithe vessel which yet remained above tlie 
■water, and were evidently lushed in their 
•varlouB positions. At sliort intervals tho 
jtnrusliing waves would submerge them 
land bury them from sight. 

In the meantime tlie vessel slowed down 
lis speed to a point where It could just 
retain steerage so as to hold bow on to the 
gale. It was a terrifying, a dangerous 
position. The huge waves, with Irresisti- 
ble energy, tossed It as if it were a curU; 
the waters poured over its decks, Iheii 
crests overtopping the smokestacks, ami 
menaced the l)oat and its contents wltli 
instant destruction. 

The conviction of tho crew of the Fed- 
eral vessel was that the unfortunates on 
the wreck were doomed, and that any 
altoinpt at their rescue would certainly 
.result in the low of additional life. Hot 



so -.viun (.apt. .■^ninimian. ile apprecliitod 
all the dangers of an ell'ort at rescue, and 
yet fe't it to be his duty to incur the risks. 
He was young, vignrons and sympathetic, 
and he deteriiilncil at all liazai-ds '.o make 
an effort to reach the « reck, 
j He called for voluiiteers. There was n 
long delay, and then two of the crew 
stepped forv.-nrd. With t lica- he rpsnlveil 
to try and board I he stranded ves.sel. 

With inllnito dilliciilty a boat was 
lanuclied in the liowiir r waves, niul with 
Incredible eff'ort the p, Want three suc- 
ceeded in entering it. iud were Instantly 
capsized and the boat » ,is turned bottom 
side up. Impiissihle as it mayscom an- 
other boat was laiincheil, aiu'l tlie three 
meu were picked np. Again they es- 
sayed to go onl to the wreck, and tlii.s 
this tlmo siicceedeil ill alinost reaching it, 
when they were a',';iiii turned over. The 
captain climbeil n;i th,. upt.urned bottom, 
another man clung lo tlie boat, and tho 
third man, u puw erful swimmer, nuuio 
his way to the wreck, liauling a lino, 
which was atl ached to the ship. This was 
made taut on a portion of tho wreck, aud 
by its aid the otlier two men wore able to 
bo drawn out of the water. 

Despite the uproor' of the storm, the 
rescuing party was forced by the horror 
of the condition of the shipwrecked to 
notice the detiUls of the situation. Fifteen 
men wore in sight, lushed to various por- 
tions of the wreck, and all apparently in 
a dying condition. 

With vast dlfflcidty they were tala ii to 
the gunboat along tho extended line, all 
but one of them reuchlng the slii|i in 
safety. One man died ou the way from 
exhaustion. 

The wreck proved to be tho Federal 
gunboat Lavender. Some of tho crew had 
been swept olt bc-foro tho arrival of Cupt. 
SmuUinan, and the remaining fifteen 
^would have lasted Imt ii few hours longer 
without ofiSlstanco. They had been e.\:- 
posed to the fury of the waves for llfty- 
sl.K hours, and were ou the verge of ex- 
haustion friiin hunger, thirst and tho 
blows of tlie waves. 

Their limbs, almul u'^. li tlii> rnpes had 
passed in the l.i.-!] iims, \wre in a lini rililo 
condition, the iK^sh in ni.-inv iMses hav 
ing su-elled and imlVeil i uit till llie rnpes 
were out of sight. 

Tlie surviviii-s leim 
fore a h'ei li'i-nl giriliu: 
.sight of I hem, li:i,l ' 
nals, and b.id pas.-H'd 
I hem any aid. 

"Did you ever leani what gnnboat it. 
u-.'is that passed by like the Levile 'on the 
other sidel'' " 

"Xo, it was never known except to the 
men on the vessel u ho iliiis jilayed the 
coward, and alianiiuneil the wretched 
crew lo dealh." 

"Have you ever hiul any comnumica- 
tion fiiiiii the men whnin you rescued?" 

"1 have never he;iril a. word from any 
of them. I regard lliis as the more curious 
from the fact that .seM lal of (ho rescued 
men were iiliieeis of ilie wrecked vessel. 
In fact, I should uot have overheard from 
the occurrence again had I not, as I told 
you, written to the secretary of the navy." 

Such Avas the narration. In substanco, 
of tho quiet, modest captain In the smok- 
ing room of the Press club. No one from 
Ills appearance would have suspected him 
of being tho hero of one of tlte most gal 
limt feats of the war. — "Poliuto" in 
Chicago Times.

Dawe tlion niado a staLuiaent tc, the 
elfout that the brushes were sold by him- 
self; the razora were his, and were sold to 
a man named Wilson, Prisoner was coiu- 
tnitteil for tiial. 

Clark then st ited a few things bearing 
on tho case, after whicli he wa-siilso com- 
mitted for trial. 

Hon. A. N. Richards, the new police 
magistrate, here tcu>k his .seat on the 
bench. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills who was present 
made a few remarks, and said he was happy 
in being tho first ki.vyer to aiipear before 
his Honor. Ho suggested that the time of 
meeting should be changed from 11 o'clock 
to 10:30, and also that all cases in which 
counsbl are employed bp aillod first.

THN LU.VIBER INDUSTRY. 

Mr. John IfPiulry s Belief In Its Bapid Advance 

-The U. C. .Mills Will Build a Unllway. 

Mr. .John Hendry, general managei 
and chief owner of the Royal City Plan- 
ing Mills, New Westminster, was very 
much impressed, on his recent visit to tho 
south, with the wonderful progress made 
in the lumber business. In comparsion 
with our neighbors the Inmboring industry 
here is far behind tlio times, but Mr. 
Hendry says we are but in tnir infancy, 
and expects that within the ne.xt five 
years that tho bnnbcr trade in British 
Columbia will make rapid advances. The 
various older sources for supplying tho 
world with lumber have gradually lessen- 
ed, and although largo amounts have been 
sliijjped from this coast, yet it can be 
truly said that tlio woild is just beginning 
to look our way. .Shoulcl tho Panama 
canal ever become an accoiiiplishecl fact, 
Mr. Hendry is of opinion that the Atlantic 
coast of North America will be supplied 
by Panama with a largo portion of its 
lumber and timber. 

Tho success which has attended 
the Royal City Mills since it came 
under the managoment of Mr. lloudry is 
well-known, and he states that tlioy would 
now be making foreign shipments of lum- 
ber had the Eraser river boon given that 
attention by tho Dominion authorities 
which was its due. • The expenditure of a 
comparatively small amount of money at 
its mouth would render it safe for naviga- 
tion to Westminster city, and vessels of 
large draught could bo lc;aclocl at tho mills 
there, and be largely benefited by being 
for a time in fresh water. Mr. JJoiidry's 
company intend running a short lino of 
railway from Mud Bay through their tim- 
ber limitr for the purpose of bringing the 
monarchs of the forest to the water. They 
havo already purchased a locomotive for 
this purpose, and a quantity of steel rails 
are now on tho way from England for the 
road. It will be built the regular stand- 
ard gauge, so that should necessity ever 
require the line could be made into a pub- 
lic carrier. 



ACCIDEN r ON THE C. P. R. 

Flrst-CIass and Ulnlnir Cars Thrown from the 
Truck- Several Hurt. 

Winnipcy Call- On Thursday last, just 
before noon, as tho Pacific express was 
speeding along at the rate of twunty-tivo 
miles an hour, between Veuvo Rivor and 
Markstay — about lifty miles west of North 
Hay— the passengers in tho Pullman were 
startled by an ominous rattling which was 
quickly followed by a series of violent 
jorks, the crashing of broken glass and 
general demoralization. Tho traip had 
encountered a broken rail and while the 
engine, baggage, mail and colonist 
cars passed over in safety the 
wheels of tho lirat-cbisa car failed 
to connect. The result; was that the 
first-class and dining cars wore thrown 
from the trucks on to their sides about 
forty feet from the track, while the Pull- 
man, o\iing to its weight, remained on the 
track, but lurched over at such a violent 
angle as to nearly pitch a garty of 
whist players through the window. As it 
was, Mr. R. W. Simpson, of Montreal, 
was thrown against the window and badly 
cut about tho head, while Mr. E. H. 
Boelston, of this city, was olso badly 
bruised. There were some eight or t-en 
passengers in the Pullman, among them 
Commissioner Wrigloy, but excepting the 
two ubovo namad, all escaped without 



injury, although of course badly shaken. 
In the first class car there were about 
a dozen possensfers, t.nd it was at first 
feared some had been killed, but a speedy 
investigation proved this supposition un- 
founded, although five or six wore more 
or less badly scratched and briiisod. The 
dining car attendants cscn[ied uninjursd. 
The loss au',:tained by the ccuijiany cvii"; 
heavy, as both the first class and dining 
cars were ainaahed. The first class and 
Pulliiian i)an«engura w^ero tninsforred to 
the colonist car, and after n two hours' 
delay the train prcicocdcid. The company 
did all in their ])Ownr to assist those ■.vhc 
were at all injured, a doctor being put on 
the train and ko|it in attoiidancc! ujion the 
stillereis throughout the whole of one 
night.

THE .TREASON COMMITTEE. 

Tho Opposition have all washed their 
hands of the iiiveatiKation into the charges 
against Mr. Dunsiiuiir. They evidently 
like iiuicli l-.ett.er to make accusations than 
tu prove lliimi. I'heir notions are rnthor 
peciiliur alioiit tho way in which investi- 
gations should be made into matters of 
this kind. It is evidently of no conso- 
queiico by whom sucli charges are made. 
They iniiy havo no foundation in fact, 
their author may havo no character for 
veracity ur, as in this case, no character 
for anything so far as is known to the 
public. The pa])c)r in which they first 
appeared has reasaertod tlio correctness 
of thu statcinents as first made, but even 
this will liavo to bo given a wide margin, 
and if ever tho author of the charges is 
brouglit boforo a court, wo should not bo 
surprised to find them of his own manu- 
facture. We roally do not see the neoes- 
.sity under thos e cireumstaiicos of seeking 
any other tribunal for their investigation 
than such aa can bo furnisliod by the 
legLsIat uro. It would bo an unusual 
niuthod of in'oeeduro to ask for the ap- 
pointment of a royal commission with no 
certainty that there was anything to 
lay ijefoie it boyond bare asser- 
tion. Besides it is really tho facte 
the public want, and it is a matter of n-.i 
c;cui.sii|in!nce beforo whom these are pro- 
duca'cl. The action of tho Opiioaitiou 
ill refiiaingto be iiieiuliera of the coininit- 
tee appointed by tho Legislature shows 
clearly enough that they are not anxious 
to prove their accusation. There could 
have! lieeii no possibility of suppressing 
the facts no matter how or before whom 
tlic.v were produced, and thoy know this. 
Tlicy prefer, however, to make a political 
play thing of tlieiii, hoping thereby to

MILITIA AND DEFENCE. 

The annual blue book of thia depart- 
ment is just to hand.

and has been able to see fur hiniaolf our 
needs, the corps so often asked for by tho 
people and recommended by me, may be 
saitctionod, 

"The city corps which have been and 
are atill rocommoiuled, aro ths following: 
Batterioaof Garrison Artillery at Nanaimo 
and Vancouver, and a Mounted Rillo 
Corps atOkanagon, all important strategic 
points for the dofence of the province. 

"Attention is reapectfuUy called to 
previous reports on tho advisability of 
substituting the Martini-Henry for tho 
Snidor-Enliold. 1 consider thia a matter 
of tho utmost importance, and it will, I 
hope, meet with iqiliroval at an early date. 

"Tho drill sheds in the diatrict are lint 
at all suited for the roc[uirementa of the 
force, being too small, and in Victoria 
badly situated. 

"1 am glad to know that in Victoria a 
now drill shod on a more central site is 
likely to bo provided, and the district 
stores romovecl to tho Canadian Artillery 
barracks, whoro they will bo under the 
care c)f a proper military guard." 

In conclusion Colonel Holmes pays ft 
just tribute to the late Major McDoiiell, 
who, as he very aptly says, "died in har- 
ness." Of Major McDonell's sucoossor 
the D.A.G. states his belief that from 
what ho knows of Captain .lonea ho will 
fill the position "with credit to himself 
and also profit to the Deparl nieiit," in 
whicli belief all who know tlio gallaiil 
captain will reailily concur.
